It was just 
another of the many mutual admiration conventions, of 
which nothing ill may be said excepting that they waste 
time and money.

**"""" gave to a New York reporter his views with respect to 


certain phases of the war in Europe. Talk about war, 
he thought, if Germany would refuse to see America's 
point of view, asburd. A better way he believed would 
be to break off diplomatic relations and estop all com- 
mercial interchange between the two countries. Asked 
if he did not think that the Germans were likely to be 
starved out, he thought there was little liklihood of it. 
To decrease the diet of the average German he said 
would be good for him. Mr. Edison concluded: 


"We don't want to fight. »nd -we won't have to fight, 
unless we go out and look for a fight The fact remains 
that I believe we ought to be ready for it. It is not so 
much that I think we ought to train and keep in service 
a great army, but I do believe that we ought to have on 
hand equipment for any army. Training doesn't amount 
to much in these days. The English volunteers are show- 
ing themselves to be as good fighters as the old line 
troops. The aeroplane has brought this about by doing 
away with the old curtain of moving troops in large 
masses behind screens of forest or land contour. The 
aeroplane has given the observers a chance to see which 
they did not have in the old days. Incidentally, the new 
methods offer an opportunity to democracy such as it 
never bad before. They have eleminated the fortress 
and the secret movements of large armies, and have made 
trench fighting the most effective method. In that one 
addition to military tactics it is fair to assume that the 
aeroplane has given to the United States what amounts 
to an addition of two or three million1 soldiers. 


A NOBLE ART. 


It appears that the question as to whether cooking is 


an art is to receive judicial interpretation in a test case 
before Judge Edgar of Berkeley. The trial wfll revolve 
about a bottle of whisky which has been ordered for 
use in cooking. The suit, it is understood, is to be a 
friendly one for the purpose of determining whether 
the Berkeley liquor ordinance, which excepts the use of 
intoxicants in the work of arts, was meant to include 
cooking and to permit the delivery of liquor for that 
limited use in the household. 


It seems to us that the matter is one which scarcely 


admits of discussion. If there is a finer, more neces- 
sary and delightful art than the culinary one when 
practiced by a master mind and hand we are wholly 
unaware of it. To be sure,- many of the cooks in this 
country are not culinary artists.

carbage on the tide flats of West Oak- 
land resulted, in a prompt quashing of the 
proposition by the city council today. At 
the suggestion of Mayor Mott. a resolu- 
tion was passed that It was the cense of 
th* council that no plan contemplating 
the use of any portion of West Oakland 
4*. a dumping groun.d would be enter- 
tained. 
Commissioner Baccus waiitcU 


this, decision made more general, to cover 
the entire,'clfy. b<it his. amendment was 
not accepted. 


After a lengthy discussion of various 
method* of garbage disposal, centering 
about" the 
proposal made ~by Klchard 
Schmidt, the matter of letting the con- 
tract for barging the garbage to sea was 
deferred till Tuesday,-June S. Dr. A. F. 
Glllihan. city health dir«ctor. and Perry 
J\ Brown, superintendent of streets, were 
appointed to investigate and report. 
It is probably that when the matter 
is aga(a taken up, a contract will be 
awarded to the Signal steamship com- 
pany, the lowest bidder ottering to barge 
the rafuse to sea. aj it is considered by 
a' majority of the council this Is now the 
rooct practical solution of the difficulty. 


The plan of barging the garbage to sea. 


which meets all sanitary requirements, 
entails an expense of J12.960 a year, ac- 
cording to figures prepared for Commis- 
sioner of Street* "W*. J. Baccus.

covers the entire cost, so far as the city 
U concerned. 


WANTS LONG FRANCHISE.
